Hi  Sheila  -  hope  that  this  is  what  you  were  after?  These  section  provide  for  the  requirements  for  a  state  to  qualify  for 
Section  402  and  405  grants  respectively  -  I've  cut  the  language  to  the  sections  that  specifically  relate  to  impaired  driving 
programs.  Let  me  know  if  you  need  more,  but  hope  this  is  a  good  place  to  start.  --CFC 

So  as  a  follow-up,  some  of  the  relative  federal  language  pertaining  to  impaired  driving  program  requirements  and 
countermeasures  below. 

Title  23  Section  402  -  Highway  Safety  Programs  -  this  section  details  the  required  programs  and  plans  in  order  to  qualify 
for  the  use  of  federal  funding 

(a)  Program  Required 

(1)  In  General  -  Each  State  shall  have  a  highway  safety  program,  approved  by  the  Secretary,  that  is 
designed  to  reduce  traffic  accidents  and  the  resulting  deaths,  injuries  and  property  damage. 

(2)  Uniform  Guidelines  -  Programs  required  under  paragraph  (1)  shall  comply  with  uniform  guidelines, 
promulgated  by  the  Secretary  and  expressed  in  terms  of  performance  criteria  that- 
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(A)  Include  programs  - 

iii.  to  reduce  injuries  and  deaths  resulting  from  persons  driving  motor  vehicles 
while  impaired  by  alcohol  or  a  controlled  substance. 

(b)  Administration  of  State  Programs  - 

(1)  Administrative  Requirements  -  The  Secretary  may  not  approve  a  state  highway  safety  program 
under  this  section  which  does  not  - 

(F)  provide  satisfactory  assurances  that  the  state  will  implement  activities  in  support  of 
national  highway  safety  goals  that  reduce  motor  vehicle  related  fatalities  that  also  reflect 
the  primary  data-related  crash  factors  within  a  state  as  identified  by  the  state  highway 
safety  planning  process,  including  - 

ii.  sustained  enforcement  of  statutes  addressing  impaired  driving,  occupant  protection, 
and  driving  in  excess  of  posted  speed  limits. 


(c)  Use  of  Funds 

(2)  Apportionment  -  (This  is  not  the  entire  section  on  apportionment  but  only  an  excerpt.  I  would 
suggest  to  possible  read  the  entire  section  regarding  full  compliance  with  state  requirements,  but 
for  the  sake  of  argument  am  providing  the  relevant  language.)  Funds  apportioned  under  this  section 
to  any  State,  that  does  not  have  a  highway  safety  program  approved  by  the  Secretary  or  that  is  not 
implementing  an  approved  program,  shall  be  reduced  by  amounts  equal  to  not  less  than  20  percent 
of  the  amounts  that  would  otherwise  be  apportioned  to  the  State  under  this  section,  until  such  time 
as  the  Secretary  approves  such  program  or  determines  that  the  State  is  implementing  an  approved 
program,  as  appropriate.  The  Secretary  shall  consider  the  gravity  of  the  state's  failure  to  have  or 
implement  an  approved  program  in  determining  the  amount  of  the  reduction. 

Title  23  also  addresses  this  with  regards  to  Section  405  -  National  Priority  safety  programs. 

(a)  General  Authority-Subject  to  the  requirements  of  this  section,  the  Secretary  of  Transportation  shall  manage 
programs  to  address  national  priorities  for  reducing  highway  deaths  and  injuries.  Funds  shall  be  allocated 
according  to  the  priorities  set  forth  in  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2). 

(1)  Grants  to  States  - 

(C)  Impaired  Driving  Countermeasures  -  52.5  percent  of  the  funds  provided  under  this 
section  in  each  fiscal  year  shall  be  allocated  among  States  that  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  impaired  driving  countermeasures  as  described  in  subsection  (d). 

(d)  Impaired  Driving  Countermeasures  - 

(1)  In  General  -  Subject  to  the  requirements  under  this  subsection,  the  Secretary  of  Transportation 
shall  award  grants  to  States  that  adopt  and  implement  - 

(A)  Effective  programs  to  reduce  driving  under  the  influence  of  alcohol,  drugs,  or  the 
combination  of  alcohol  and  drugs;  or 

(B)  Alcohol-ignition  interlock  laws 

(2)  Federal  Share  -  The  Federal  share  of  the  costs  of  activities  funded  using  amounts  from  grants  under 
this  subsection  may  not  exceed  80  percent  in  any  fiscal  year  in  which  the  state  receives  a  grant. 

(3)  Eligibility  — 

(A)  Low-Range  States  -  Low-range  states  shall  be  eligible  for  a  grant  under  this  subsection 

(B)  Mid-Range  States  -  A  mid-range  state  shall  be  eligible  for  a  grant  under  this  subsection 
if- 

(i)  A  statewide  impaired  driving  task  force  in  the  state  developed  a 
statewide  plan  during  the  most  recent  3  calendar  years  to  address  the 
problem  of  impaired  driving;  or 

(ii)  The  state  will  convene  a  statewide  impaired  driving  task  force  to 
develop  such  a  plan  during  the  first  year  of  the  grant. 

(C)  High-Range  States  -  A  high  range  state  shall  be  eligible  for  a  grant  under  this  subsection 
if  the  state - 
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(i) (l)  conducted  an  assessment  of  the  state's  impaired  driving  program 
during  the  most  recent  3  calendar  years;  or 

(II)  will  conduct  such  an  assessment  during  the  first  year  of  the  grant; 

(ii)  convenes  during  the  first  year  of  the  grant  a  statewide  impaired 
driving  task  force  to  develop  a  statewide  plan  that  - 

(I)  Addresses  any  recommendation  from  the  assessment 
conducted  under  clause  (I); 

(II)  Includes  a  detailed  plan  for  spending  any  grant  funds 
provided  under  this  subsection;  and 

(III)  Describes  how  such  spending  supports  the  statewide 
program  and 

(iii)  (I)  submits  the  statewide  plan  to  the  NHTSAQ  during  the  first  year  of  the 
grant  for  the  agency's  review  and  approval. 

(II)  annually  updates  the  statewide  plan  in  each  subsequent  year  of  the 
grant;  and 

(III)  submits  each  updated  statewide  plan  for  the  agency's  review  and 

comment. 

States  are  also  authorized  to  receive  grants  from  U.S.  DOT  in  Section  (6)  of  this  section  -  Grants  to  States  that  Adopt  and 
Enforce  Mandatory  Alcohol  Ignition  Interlock  Laws. 

(6)  Grants  to  States  That  Adopt  and  Enforce  Mandatory  Alcohol-Ignition  Interlock  Laws  - 

(A)  In  General  -  The  Secretary  shall  make  a  separate  grant  under  this  subsection  to  each  state  that  adopts  and  is 
enforcing  a  mandatory  alcohol-ignition  interlock  law  for  all  individuals  convicted  of  driving  under  the  influence 
of  alcohol  or  of  driving  while  intoxicated. 

(B)  Use  of  Funds  -  Grants  authorized  under  subparagraph  (A)  may  be  used  by  recipient  States  for  any  eligible 
activities  under  this  subsection  or  section  402. 

(C)  Allocation  -  Amounts  made  available  under  this  paragraph  shall  be  allocated  among  States  described  in 
subparagraph  (A)  in  proportion  to  the  State's  apportionment  under  section  402.

Hi  Sheila  -  hope  that  this  is  what  you  were  after?  These  section  provide  for  the  requirements  for  a  state  to  qualify  for 
Section  402  and  405  grants  respectively  -  I've  cut  the  language  to  the  sections  that  specifically  relate  to  impaired  driving 
programs.  Let  me  know  if  you  need  more,  but  hope  this  is  a  good  place  to  start.  --CFC 

So  as  a  follow-up,  some  of  the  relative  federal  language  pertaining  to  impaired  driving  program  requirements  and 
countermeasures  below. 

Title  23  Section  402  -  Highway  Safety  Programs  -  this  section  details  the  required  programs  and  plans  in  order  to  qualify 
for  the  use  of  federal  funding 

(a)  Program  Required 

(1)  In  General  -  Each  State  shall  have  a  highway  safety  program,  approved  by  the  Secretary,  that  is 
designed  to  reduce  traffic  accidents  and  the  resulting  deaths,  injuries  and  property  damage. 

(2)  Uniform  Guidelines  -  Programs  required  under  paragraph  (1)  shall  comply  with  uniform  guidelines, 
promulgated  by  the  Secretary  and  expressed  in  terms  of  performance  criteria  that- 

(A)  Include  programs - 

iii.  to  reduce  injuries  and  deaths  resulting  from  persons  driving  motor  vehicles 
while  impaired  by  alcohol  or  a  controlled  substance. 

(b)  Administration  of  State  Programs  - 

(1)  Administrative  Requirements  -  The  Secretary  may  not  approve  a  state  highway  safety  program 
under  this  section  which  does  not  - 

(F)  provide  satisfactory  assurances  that  the  state  will  implement  activities  in  support  of 
national  highway  safety  goals  that  reduce  motor  vehicle  related  fatalities  that  also  reflect 
the  primary  data-related  crash  factors  within  a  state  as  identified  by  the  state  highway 
safety  planning  process,  including - 

ii.  sustained  enforcement  of  statutes  addressing  impaired  driving,  occupant  protection, 
and  driving  in  excess  of  posted  speed  limits. 


(c)  Use  of  Funds 

(2)  Apportionment  -  (This  is  not  the  entire  section  on  apportionment  but  only  an  excerpt.  I  would 
suggest  to  possible  read  the  entire  section  regarding  full  compliance  with  state  requirements,  but 
for  the  sake  of  argument  am  providing  the  relevant  language.)  Funds  apportioned  under  this  section 
to  any  State,  that  does  not  have  a  highway  safety  program  approved  by  the  Secretary  or  that  is  not 
implementing  an  approved  program,  shall  be  reduced  by  amounts  equal  to  not  less  than  20  percent 
of  the  amounts  that  would  otherwise  be  apportioned  to  the  State  under  this  section,  until  such  time 
as  the  Secretary  approves  such  program  or  determines  that  the  State  is  implementing  an  approved 
program,  as  appropriate.  The  Secretary  shall  consider  the  gravity  of  the  state's  failure  to  have  or 
implement  an  approved  program  in  determining  the  amount  of  the  reduction. 

Title  23  also  addresses  this  with  regards  to  Section  405  -  National  Priority  safety  programs. 
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(a)  General  Authority  -  Subject  to  the  requirements  of  this  section,  the  Secretary  of  Transportation  shall  manage 
programs  to  address  national  priorities  for  reducing  highway  deaths  and  injuries.  Funds  shall  be  allocated 
according  to  the  priorities  set  forth  in  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2). 

(1)  Grants  to  States  - 

(C)  Impaired  Driving  Countermeasures  -  52.5  percent  of  the  funds  provided  under  this 
section  in  each  fiscal  year  shall  be  allocated  among  States  that  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  impaired  driving  countermeasures  as  described  in  subsection  (d). 

(d)  Impaired  Driving  Countermeasures  - 

(1)  In  General  -  Subject  to  the  requirements  under  this  subsection,  the  Secretary  of  Transportation 
shall  award  grants  to  States  that  adopt  and  implement  - 

(A)  Effective  programs  to  reduce  driving  under  the  influence  of  alcohol,  drugs,  or  the 
combination  of  alcohol  and  drugs;  or 

(B)  Alcohol-ignition  interlock  laws 

(2)  Federal  Share  -  The  Federal  share  of  the  costs  of  activities  funded  using  amounts  from  grants  under 
this  subsection  may  not  exceed  80  percent  in  any  fiscal  year  in  which  the  state  receives  a  grant. 

(3)  Eligibility  — 

(A)  Low-Range  States  -  Low-range  states  shall  be  eligible  for  a  grant  under  this  subsection 

(B)  Mid-Range  States  -  A  mid-range  state  shall  be  eligible  for  a  grant  under  this  subsection 
if- 

(i)  A  statewide  impaired  driving  task  force  in  the  state  developed  a 
statewide  plan  during  the  most  recent  3  calendar  years  to  address  the 
problem  of  impaired  driving;  or 

(ii)  The  state  will  convene  a  statewide  impaired  driving  task  force  to 
develop  such  a  plan  during  the  first  year  of  the  grant. 

(C)  High-Range  States  -  A  high  range  state  shall  be  eligible  for  a  grant  under  this  subsection 
if  the  state  - 

(i) (l)  conducted  an  assessment  of  the  state's  impaired  driving  program 
during  the  most  recent  3  calendar  years;  or 

(II)  will  conduct  such  an  assessment  during  the  first  year  of  the  grant; 

(ii)  convenes  during  the  first  year  of  the  grant  a  statewide  impaired 
driving  task  force  to  develop  a  statewide  plan  that  - 

(I)  Addresses  any  recommendation  from  the  assessment 
conducted  under  clause  (I); 

(II)  Includes  a  detailed  plan  for  spending  any  grant  funds 
provided  under  this  subsection;  and 

(III)  Describes  how  such  spending  supports  the  statewide 
program  and 

(iii)  (I)  submits  the  statewide  plan  to  the  NHTSAQ  during  the  first  year  of  the 
grant  for  the  agency's  review  and  approval. 

(II)  annually  updates  the  statewide  plan  in  each  subsequent  year  of  the 
grant;  and 

(III)  submits  each  updated  statewide  plan  for  the  agency's  review  and 


States  are  also  authorized  to  receive  grants  from  U.S.  DOT  in  Section  (6)  of  this  section  -  Grants  to  States  that  Adopt  and 
Enforce  Mandatory  Alcohol  Ignition  Interlock  Laws. 

(6)  Grants  to  States  That  Adopt  and  Enforce  Mandatory  Alcohol-Ignition  Interlock  Laws  - 

(A)  In  General  -  The  Secretary  shall  make  a  separate  grant  under  this  subsection  to  each  state  that  adopts  and  is 
enforcing  a  mandatory  alcohol-ignition  interlock  law  for  all  individuals  convicted  of  driving  under  the  influence 
of  alcohol  or  of  driving  while  intoxicated. 
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(B)  Use  of  Funds  -  Grants  authorized  under  subparagraph  (A)  may  be  used  by  recipient  States  for  any  eligible 
activities  under  this  subsection  or  section  402. 

(C)  Allocation  -  Amounts  made  available  under  this  paragraph  shall  be  allocated  among  States  described  in 
subparagraph  (A)  in  proportion  to  the  State's  apportionment  under  section  402.

Workshop  Travel  Grant  -  Sheila  advised  that  the  Region  IV  Board  has  approved  travel  funding  for  the  upcoming 
Workshop  and  Law  Institute.  Information  was  sent  to  chief  administrators  about  two  weeks  ago.  Applications  for 
funding  assistance  should  be  provided  to  Sheila  by  February  6.  Those  requesting  travel  funding  should  NOT  register 
for  the  conference  until  they  receive  a  response  to  their  application. 

Region  IV  Travel  Grant  Funding  History  -  Pat  asked  Sheila  to  provide  a  summary  of  travel  grant  funding  provided  by 
the  Region.  Sheila  said  that  since  2011  the  Region  has  made  more  than  $300,000  available  to  Region  IV  members  to 
attend  the  Region  IV  conference,  the  Workshop  and  for  two  years,  the  AIC.  f 

Uber  and  California  -  Jean  said  California  advised  Uber  of  the  state's  requirements  for  testing.  Uber  replied  that 
they  don't  fit  the  technology  criteria  to  need  a  permit.  The  DMV  advised  Uber  to  discontinue  operating  until  they 
received  the  appropriate  permits/licenses.  Uber  did  not  comply  and  DMV  cancelled  registration  of  the  vehicles  as 
they  were  improperly  registered.  Uber  then  opted  to  move  their  testing  to  Arizona.  The  DMV  has  reached  out  to 
Uber  in  the  hopes  of  finding  a  middle  ground.  DMV  staff  has  met  with  liber  and  Otto  on  their  commercial  vehicle 
plans  and  hope  to  learn  their  intentions.  Discussions  continue. 

Autonomous  Vehicles  -  Jean  advised  that  she's  participating  on  a  panel  discussion  on  autonomous  vehicles  at  an 
upcoming  Washington  Automobile  Dealers  Association  conference.  She's  also  presenting  at  two  sessions  at  the 
AASHTO  conference. 

Ignition  Interlock  Program  -  California  is  implementing  IID  statewide.  Four  county  pilot  underway  now.  Delayed  date 
offered  to  January  2019  as  it's  a  heavy  programming  lift  for  the  DMV.  Three  sets  of  regulations  will  be  required. 

Will  keep  group  up  to  date  as  program  implementation  progresses. 

Recreational  Marijuana  and  Driving  -  California  legislators  came  back  to  work  January  3  and  have  introduced  a  bill  to 
make  it  illegal  to  smoke  marijuana  while  driving.  Some  of  the  recreational  marijuana  legislation  is  not  effective  until 
January  2018  and  there  are  concerns  that  people  don't  realize  it  is  illegal  to  drive  while  smoking  marijuana.  DMV 
will  monitor  bill.  CHP  is  specifically  named  in  the  recreational  marijuana  law  and  for  them  it  is  business  as  usual  until 
something  changes.  Those  caught  while  driving  under  the  influence  of  marijuana  will  be  ticketed. 

Pat  said  that  Washington's  highway  safety  office  has  released  a  number  of  public  service/safety  announcements  / 
commercials  about  marijuana  and  driving  to  help  spread  the  word  on  what's  legal. 
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Washington  Implied  Consent  Decision -The  McNeely  ruling  required  warrants  for  all  breath  test  cases.  Numerous 
court  cases  were  initiated  in  Washington  to  test  the  limits  of  that  decision.  A  District  Court  concluded  a  warrant  was 
required  in  the  King  case.  Case  went  to  Supreme  Court.  Ruling  issued  in  December  reasoned  that  no  warrant  is 
required  for  a  breath  test.  They  said  that  the  right  to  a  breath  test  is  not  a  constitutional  right  and  refusal  to  submit 
can  be  held  against  a  person  criminally.

Real  ID  -  Pat  advised  that  Steve  Yonkers  with  DHS  advised  at  last  week's  Board  meeting  that  State  to  State  is  a 
requirement  of  Real  ID.  Mike  asked  how  DHS  can  change  the  rules  in  the  middle  of  the  game.  Anne  said  DHS  has 
not  officially  put  this  requirement  in  writing.  They've  advised  two  states  (CA  &  VA)  of  the  requirement  in  a  letter.  It 
appears  that  a  jurisdiction  simply  setting  a  date  to  begin  participation  in  S2S  is  sufficient.  Chris  asked  if  the 
requirement  would  be  retroactive  for  those  who  have  already  been  deemed  compliant.  Pat  said  her  understanding 
is  that  DHS  will  be  reauditing  states.  Will  said  New  Mexico  was  asked  about  their  timeframe  to  join  S2S  in  their 
application  package.  They  provided  it  and  were  deemed  compliant.  Steve  left  the  impression  with  the  Board  that 
DHS  is  open  to  additional  extensions.  Pat  said  Real  ID  bills  are  being  heard  in  both  houses  in  Washington  this  week. 
DOL  has  requested  an  extension  to  June  and  believe  DHS  will  grant  their  request. 

Will  said  NM  lawmakers  are  opposed  to  the  document  requirements  for  a  person's  changing  name,  e.g.(  the  woman 
who's  been  married  multiple  times  must  provide  all  of  her  marriage  licenses  and  divorce  decrees.  Chris  said  Utah 
had  a  similar  issue  and  it  took  about  a  year  and  a  half  to  die  down.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here.

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here.

2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted.

FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here.

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here.

Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here.

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted.

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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil  Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 
The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement  with  Volkswagen 
(VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and  briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of 
that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a 
$2.8  billion  criminal  penalty  as  the  result  of  the  company's  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately 
590,000  diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests  mandated  by 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air  Resources  Board,  and  lying  and 
obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In  separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and 
financial  claims,  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars,  as  well  as  U.S. 
Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In  addition,  the  EPA  agreement 
requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations.  In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern 
District  of  Michigan  returned  an  indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles 
in  the  nearly  10-year  conspiracy. 

USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on  Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is  establishing  a  new  advisory 
committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of  modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading 
professionals  and  experts  in  their  field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately 
begin  work  on  some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today,  including 
the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and  determining  the  needs  of  the 
Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research,  policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here.

Beyond  Traffic  2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current 
and  future  conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices  that,  in 
some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader  economic  and  social  goals 
held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report  like  this  one  to  be  read, understood, 
considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to  read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and  Light  Trucks  Through  2025 
The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will  maintain  the  current 
greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years  2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The 
final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of  effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG 
emissions  from  cars  and  light  trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards 
through  model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the  establishment  of  the 
Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The  MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise 
FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to  motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design, 
construction  and  maintenance  practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent 
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transportation  system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 

2017. 

FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System  Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its  regulations  requiring 
existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers,  intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs), 
hazardous  materials  safety  permit  applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to 
submit  required  registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic  online 
Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing  to  file  will  follow  the  same 
procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to  FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and  Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify 
Existing  Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration 
(FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses  that  transport  passengers  in 
interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA  regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been 
changed  over  the  years  through  legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance, 
FMCSA  has  also  constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation  services,  including: 
hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related  services;  education-related  institutions; 
faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers  using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by 
plane  or  train,  then  taking  a  shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to  Congress  on  the  Nation's 
Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The  federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal 
path.  Federal  spending  continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal  government  on  an 
unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face  economic,  security,  and  social 
challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a  long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve 
flexibility  to  address  unforeseen  events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by 
Social  Security,  Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year 
2015  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This  compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP 
since  1946. 

GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School  Bus  Safety 
analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based  on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for 
2000  to  2014,  115  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school  bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of 
the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle  crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus 
vehicle  were  cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school  bus 
crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws  and  regulations  that  set 
requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and  those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in 
many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal  requirements.

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline  extension  for  a 
Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State  Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older 
driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway  Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older 
driver  safety  program.  This  RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging 
pedestrian  safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement  elements  of 
the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements  active  infrastructure  improvement 
projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as  outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications 
are  now  due  on  or  before  February  1 , 2017  by  3:30  P.M. 
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NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V  Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message 
Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially  published  their  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to-Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM 
establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V 
communications  for  new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and  device  manufacturers 
can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety,  mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a 
mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V  communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers 
will  not  be  able  to  move  forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles 
would  take  many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.

After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here.

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements.

NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Announces  Volkswagen  Criminal  and  Civil 
Emissions  Cheating  Settlement 

The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  has  announced  its  plea  agreement 
with  Volkswagen  (VW)  over  emissions  cheating  vehicles.  In  a  press  release  and 
briefing,  DOJ  outlined  the  terms  of  that  agreement.  Volkswagen  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion  criminal  penalty 
as  the  result  of  the  company’s  long-running  scheme  to  sell  approximately  590,000 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to  cheat  on  emissions  tests 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  California  Air 
Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice  to  further  the  scheme.  In 
separate  civil  resolutions  of  environmental,  customs  and  financial  claims, 
Volkswagen  has  agreed  to  pay  $1 .5  billion.  This  includes  EPA's  claim  for  civil 
penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation  and  sale  of  these  cars, 
as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  claims  for  customs  fraud.  In 
addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive  relief  to  prevent  future  violations. 

In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern  District  of  Michigan  returned  an 
indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and  employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly 
10-year  conspiracy. 


USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a  number  of 
modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and  experts  in  their 
field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately  begin  work  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing  transportation  today, 
including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated  vehicles,  and 
determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its  relevant  research, 
policy,  and  regulations.  Read  more  here. 


Beyond  Traffic:  DOT'S  30  Year  Framework 

When  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  was  created,  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  was  charged  by  law  to  report  on  both  the  current  and  the 
anticipated  future  conditions  of  our  nation's  transportation  system.  Beyond  Traffic 
2045  is  U.S.  DOT'S  most  comprehensive  assessment  of  current  and  future 
conditions  in  decades.  After  years  of  chronic  underinvestment  and  policy  choices 
that,  in  some  cases,  have  actually  worked  at  cross  purposes  with  the  broader 
economic  and  social  goals  held  by  most  Americans,  now  is  the  time  for  a  report 
like  this  one  to  be  read, understood,  considered — and  used.  We  encourage  you  to 
read — and  share — Beyond  Traffic:  2045. 

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model  years 
2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide  variety  of 
effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from  cars  and  light 
trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the  standards  through 
model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2-year  period.  The 
MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to 
motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance 
practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation 
system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC  membership  are  due  by  February  23, 
2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders,  brokers, 
intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety  permit 
applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit  required 
registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new  electronic 
online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension  entities  needing 
to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to  submit  information  to 
FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 

FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and  businesses 
that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying  existing  FMCSA 
regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the  years  through 
legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance,  FMCSA  has  also 
constructed  an  online  resource  page  (www.fmcsa.dot.gov/upcr’)  to  help  advise 
businesses  and  organizations  that  provide  interstate  passenger  transportation 
services,  including:  hotel-related  shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related 
services;  education-related  institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers 
using  multiple  transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a 
shuttle  van  to  an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 


GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Health.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers  face 
economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices,  but  a 
long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address  unforeseen 
events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public.  Debt  held  by  the 
public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from  74  percent  at  the 
end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2016.  This 
compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 


GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements.  Based 
on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  1 15  fatal  crashes  involved  a  school 
bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor  vehicle 
crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus  vehicle  were 
cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent  of  fatal  school 
bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection  of  federal  laws 
and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of  school  bus  safety  and 
those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases  go  beyond  the  federal 
requirements. 
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NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to  State 
Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the  Highway 
Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety  program.  This 
RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as  aging  pedestrian 
safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education  and  enforcement 
elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This  funding  supplements 
active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already  proposed  or  in  progress  as 
outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan.  Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before 
February  1,  2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize  V2V 
communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to  move 
forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles  would  take 
many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12,  2017.

Volkswagen 
has  agreed  to  plead  guilty  to  three  criminal  felony  counts  and  pay  a  $2.8  billion 
criminal  penalty  as  the  result  of  the  company's  long-running  scheme  to  sell 
approximately  590,000  diesel  vehicles  in  the  U.S.  by  using  a  defeat  device  to 
cheat  on  emissions  tests  mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
(EPA)  and  the  California  Air  Resources  Board,  and  lying  and  obstructing  justice 
to  further  the  scheme.

This  includes 
EPA's  claim  for  civil  penalties  against  VW  in  connection  with  VW's  importation 
and  sale  of  these  cars,  as  well  as  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP) 
claims  for  customs  fraud.  In  addition,  the  EPA  agreement  requires  injunctive 
relief  to  prevent  future  violations.  In  addition,  a  federal  grand  jury  in  the  Eastern 
District  of  Michigan  returned  an  indictment  charging  six  VW  executives  and 
employees  for  their  roles  in  the  nearly  10-year  conspiracy. 

USDOT  Announces  New  Federal  Committee  on 
Automation 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (U.S.  DOT)  announced  that  it  is 
establishing  a  new  advisory  committee  focused  on  automation  across  a 
number  of  modes.  The  committee,  which  includes  leading  professionals  and 
experts  in  their  field,  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  16th,  2017  to  immediately 
begin  work  on  some  of  the  most  pressing  and  relevant  matters  facing 
transportation  today,  including  the  development  and  deployment  of  automated 
vehicles,  and  determining  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  it  continues  with  its 
relevant  research,  policy,  and  regulations.

EPA  to  Retain  Carbon  Pollution  Standards  for  Cars  and 
Light  Trucks  Through  2025 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  announced  that  they  will 
maintain  the  current  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  standards  for  model 
years  2022-2025  cars  and  light  trucks.  The  final  determination  cites  that  a  wide 
variety  of  effective  technologies  are  available  to  reduce  GHG  emissions  from 
cars  and  light  trucks,  and  that  automakers  are  well  positioned  to  meet  the 
standards  through  model  year  2025  at  lower  costs  than  predicted. 

FHWA  Requests  Nominations  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  requested  nominations  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC)  for  a  2- year 
period.  The  MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  FHWA  on  infrastructure  issues 
of  concern  to  motorcyclists,  including:  barrier  design;  road  design,  construction 
and  maintenance  practices;  and  the  architecture  and  implementation  of 
intelligent  transportation  system  technologies.  Nominations  for  MAC 
membership  are  due  by  February  23,  2017. 


FMCSA  Suspends  Unified  Registration  System 
Requirements 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  suspended  its 
regulations  requiring  existing  interstate  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders, 
brokers,  intermodal  equipment  providers  (lEPs),  hazardous  materials  safety 
permit  applicants,  and  cargo  tank  facilities  under  FMCSA  jurisdiction  to  submit 
required  registration  and  biennial  update  information  to  the  Agency  via  a  new 
electronic  online  Unified  Registration  System  (URS).  During  this  suspension 
entities  needing  to  file  will  follow  the  same  procedures  and  forms  used  to 
submit  information  to  FMCSA  as  they  do  today. 


FMCSA  Issues  Guidance  to  Organizations  and 
Businesses  Transporting  Passengers  to  Clarify  Existing 
Federal  Regulations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Administration  (FMCSA)  today  issued  guidance  to  organizations  and 
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businesses  that  transport  passengers  in  interstate  commerce,  clarifying 
existing  FMCSA  regulations  and  requirements  that  have  been  changed  over  the 
years  through  legislation,  rulemaking,  and  litigation.  In  providing  this  guidance, 
FMCSA  has  also  constructed  an  online  resource  page 
(www.fmcsa.dot.gov/uDcrt  to  help  advise  businesses  and  organizations  that 
provide  interstate  passenger  transportation  services,  including:  hotel-related 
shuttle  bus  or  van  operations;  employer-related  services;  education-related 
institutions;  faith-based  organizations;  and  passengers  using  multiple 
transportation  modes  (e.g.,  arriving  by  plane  or  train,  then  taking  a  shuttle  van  to 
an  interstate  bus  or  motorcoach).  Read  more  here. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Nation's  Fiscal  Health 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  to 
Congress  on  the  Nation's  Fiscal  Flealth.  The  finding  of  the  report  is  that  "The 
federal  government  is  on  an  unsustainable  fiscal  path.  Federal  spending 
continues  to  outpace  revenue  -  by  $587  billion  in  2016  -  and,  absent  policy 
changes,  the  structural  gap  between  revenues  and  spending  puts  the  federal 
government  on  an  unsustainable  long-term  fiscal  path.  Federal  policymakers 
face  economic,  security,  and  social  challenges  requiring  difficult  policy  choices, 
but  a  long-term  fiscal  plan  is  also  needed  to  preserve  flexibility  to  address 
unforeseen  events."  The  report  cites  that  increases  in  spending  are  driven  by 
Social  Security,  Medicare,  and  Medicaid,  and  interest  on  debt  held  by  the  public. 
Debt  held  by  the  public  rose  as  a  share  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  from 
74  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  201 5  to  77  percent  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year 

2016.  This  compares  to  an  average  of  44  percent  of  GDP  since  1946. 

GAO  Issues  School  Bus  Safety  Report 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  on  School 
Bus  Safety  analyzing  crash  data  trends  and  federal  and  state  requirements. 
Based  on  GAO's  analysis  of  data  for  2000  to  2014,  115  fatal  crashes  involved  a 
school  bus  on  average  each  year  -  which  is  0.3  percent  of  the  total  fatal  motor 
vehicle  crashes  averaged  each  year.  The  school  bus  driver  and  school  bus 
vehicle  were  cited  as  contributing  factors  in  27  percent  and  less  than  1  percent 
of  fatal  school  bus  crashes,  respectively.  The  report  also  details  the  intersection 
of  federal  laws  and  regulations  that  set  requirements  for  certain  aspects  of 
school  bus  safety  and  those  of  state  laws  and  regulations  that  in  many  cases 
go  beyond  the  federal  requirements. 

NHTSA  Extends  Request  for  Application  Deadline  for 
Older  Driver  Safety  Program  Assistance 

The  National  Flighway  Traffic  Safety  Association  (NHTSA)  announces  a  deadline 
extension  for  a  Request  for  Application  (RFA)  to  provide  grant  assistance  to 
State  Highway  Safety  Offices  with  older  driver  populations  to  incorporate  the 
Highway  Safety  Guidelines  No.  13  with  a  comprehensive  older  driver  safety 
program.  This  RFA  broadens  the  scope  to  include  older  driver  safety  as  well  as 
aging  pedestrian  safety  and  will  support  the  implementation  of  the  education 
and  enforcement  elements  of  the  localities'  older  driver  safety  plans.  This 
funding  supplements  active  infrastructure  improvement  projects  already 
proposed  or  in  progress  as  outlined  in  their  existing  State  action  plan. 
Applications  are  now  due  on  or  before  February  1, 2017  by  3:30  P.M. 

NHTSA  Officially  Publishes  NPRM  Mandating  V2V 
Technologies  and  Standardizing  Message  Format 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  officially 
published  their  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  regarding  Vehicle-to- 
Vehicle  (V2V)  communications.  The  NPRM  establishes  a  new  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS),  No.  150,  to  mandate  V2V  communications  for 
new  light  vehicles  and  to  standardize  the  message  and  format  of  V2V 
transmissions.  This  will  create  an  information  environment  in  which  vehicle  and 
device  manufacturers  can  create  and  implement  applications  to  improve  safety, 
mobility,  and  the  environment.  Without  a  mandate  to  require  and  standardize 
V2V  communications,  the  agency  believes  that  manufacturers  will  not  be  able  to 
move  forward  in  an  efficient  way  and  that  a  critical  mass  of  equipped  vehicles 
would  take  many  years  to  develop.  Comments  on  the  NPRM  are  due  by  April  12, 

2017.

A  new  application  ID  would  require  everyone  to  reinstall  a  new  UNI  version  (except  Jolynn  of  course!).  I  see  a  lot  of 
pushback  on  that  count  alone  -  having  done  it  recently,  it  is  kind  of  a  PITA.  In  addition,  it  raises  the  question  of  exactly 
what  messages  would  be  sent.. .would  we  no  longer  be  piggybacking  on  PDPS  SG  messages? 

What  is  the  perceived  benefit  of  doing  this?  I'm  sorry  to  come  off  negative,  but  it  sounds  to  me  like  a  great  deal  more 
work  on  the  side  of  the  states,  so  I'd  like  to  know  what  the  benefit  we  would  see  keeping  it  separate  from  our  current 
applications.  It's  true,  not  everyone  will  have  a  CDLIS  record,  but  if  using  CDLIS  Is  a  problem,  wouldn't  it  be  better  to  use 
PDPS  rather  than  create  a  whole  new  application?
